BENEFITS DERIVED FROM THB BNFORCEMENT 
. @@ THR Law.

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 23.—Gen. Raum,

BISMARCK AND THE CUSTOMS REVISION. 
Bunt m. Dec. 23.—Prince Bismarck has ad- 
tressed a long letter to the Federal Council, 
xplaining bis views relative to the guiding 
wociples in the revision of the customs tariff.

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 23.—Gen. A. 8. Will- 


quarrel. I afterward murdered another man 
in bis own house, because he cursed me, beat- 
iug his brains out with a hammer. I then went 
to Kearney. At that place there lived a Swede, 
a bachelor, one tearm by himself. He had 
plenty of money, and I went to live with him, 
soon after which I poisoned him, but, as he did 
not die quick enough to suit me, I one dicht 
knocked his brains out witha club and took 
all his money. This Harleson, whom I 
murdered along with her children, bad a 
dissolute husband, and a short time ago he 
went away and left her. She wasa hard-work- 
ing woman, and had u farm with plenty of 
grain, stock, poultry, etc.,on ft. I conveived 
the idea of murdering her and her children, and 
then selling off everything she had and pocket- 
ing the proceeds. For this purpose 1 told the 
neighbors Iwas going to take Mrs. Harlesou 

her children to a neighboring town, and 
f them to come over the next 
day and feed the stock. That night 1 mur- 
dered them, and hia their boafes under a bay- 
stack, and went away myself. After the lapse 
of two or three davs, I returned and gave out 
that Mrs. Harleson had gone to join her hus- 
bend, and that I had bought everything she 
had. I accordingly sold out everything, and, as 
I saw that I was suspected, left the place and 
came on to Mt. Pleasant. It was on the 8th 
of December that I committed these murders. 
I deny nothing. I am guilty of the crimes 
I am charged with, and expect to 
hang for them, but when they take me back I 
want to be treated as if I was once a white man 


it I do not now deserve the title, and have a fair 


trial before the law. I believe I will be mobbed 
as soon as I arrive in Kearney. I am a member 
of a band in Nebraska that is sworn to avenge 
the death of any member, and they will avenge 
mine. I am sorry I came home and broucht 
disgrace upon my friends who live in Mt. 
Pleasant. 

Sheriff 8. L. Martin, of Hastings, Neb., who is 
in Steubenvilie, said to-day that he was led to 
believe that Richards had fled to Ohio by ob- 
taining possession of some letters that Richards 
had written toa woman in Hastings. He did 
not know at that time that Richards had com- 
mitted any of the murders mentioned in the 
confession above except those of Mrs. Harleson 
and ber children, although he knew the other 
persons had been murdered by some one, but 
did not suspect Richards of baving mur- 
dered a man named Wilson, who 
had suddenly disappeared in conjunc- 
tion with $Wilson’s wife. This Mrs. 
Wilson is now in Brunswick, Me., and one of 
the letters that he had obtained possession of 
was written to her, and it contained intimations 
that led Bim to think Wilson had been mur- 
dered. Richards and she are lovers, aud she 
was to have met him in Mt. Pleasant shortly. 
He (Martin) was endeavoring to arrange matters 
so that he could implicate her in her husband's 
marder. Mr. Martin stated that he had been on 
Richards’ track for some days, and had just 
missed him by a few hours at Omaha, Chi- 
cago, and other points. He said he would 
have captured him in Chicago, only the news- 
papers got wind of the matter and published 
his arrival, which Richards read, and then 
cleared out. A requisition from the Governor 
of Nebraska has been forwarded to Gov. Bishop, 
on which Martin expects to receive a return by 
to-morrow morning, when he will start for 
Kearney with his prisoner. He says Richards 
will bave a fair trial, and there is no danger of 
his being mobbed, as the people are law-abid-

“LORD SCULLY’S ROYAL MANDATE.”

21.—The Delavan Times has the following: 

Tus Scutty Stavts.--Commencing at a point 
about five miles southeast of here lies a large tract of 
land owned by an Irish nabod named poy. This 
tract cannot be bought at any price, and is rented 
to r farmers, under the most exacting formula. 
For several years the crops have been oy! 

ht, and, as a natural consequence, nearly ali of 

e renters are behind on the yearly rental. Lord 
Scully has recently issued ms royal mandate that 
none of this years crop shail be sold until 
all arrearages are settled. To accomplish this, che 
poor slave, in very manyif nota majority of m- 
stances, must pass over to Scully all of this year’s 
crop, leaving them nothing to live upon until an- 
other crop is raised. This simply means gtarva- 
tion. On Saturday last the renters met and dis- 
cussed the situation. A committee was appointed 
to visit Springfield ana request Gov. Cullom to be- 
tition Lord Scuily to rescind the order. 

This same Lord Scully” owns and rents 
pear this town over 5,000 acres of land. His 
agent here informed me that the preseut season 
de has been giving this large tract a thorough 
course of ditching, and that this fall every man 
has not only been able to pay his rent, but show 
a good surplus. Mr. Fox, the agent, has at 
least 120 “ slaves” whom he has to look after; 
and. in order to belp them pay their rent, he 
has allowed them all 25 cents per bushel for 
their corn, and in many instances as high as 
27 cents. When you take into consideration 
the fact that corn has been selling here as low 
as 20 cents, it seems to us thatthe ‘slaves?’ 
have done well. 

The Delavan Times, or any other paper that 
prints such stuff as the above, exposes itself 
to the ridicule of every one who knows auy- 
thing of the trials and losses which men m 
this State are put to who are obliged to rent out 
land, and have the whole crop stolen before their 
eves; and Lord Scully“ is pot the only man 
who issues the royal mandate that not an ear 

move until the rent is paid.“ 

We have had a case on trial here tuis week, 
before a Justice of the Peace, where the renter 
bad not used due diligence ’’ io the cultiva- 
tion of his land, and the cockle-burrs took 
the crop.

Creditors of the Bank of Chicago 
Want a Dividend. 


Brachvegel Molding Company Record of 
Judgments and New Suits. 


A few weeks ago Mr. D. L. Hough, the Receiver 
of the Bank of © filed a petition asking to 
have the prosecution of certain suits against the 
stock enjoined, on the ground that such 
liability an asset in the hands of the Receiver, 
to be used for the benefit of all the creditors. 

Yes morning & motion was made before 
Judge Moore for a temporary injunction. Gen. J. 
H. Thompson, Edwin Walker, and E. G. Mason 
appeared for the Receiver and stockholders. and 
Shufeldt & Westover for the creditors who had be- 
gun suits. . 

Mr. Snufeldt contended that the amount unpaid 
on the stock was an asset in the hands of the Re- 
ceiver, but that the additional and doubie Hability 
created by charter was an asset to be appropriated 
by the creditors only. 

Judge Moore thought the question was thé same 
as in the State Savings and Fidelity Bank cases. 
which bad already been decided by the Appellate 
Conrt. 

Mr. Shufeldt claimed that the Supreme Court in 
late case had held the other way. He also 
claimed that the charter of the Bank of Chicago 
was invalid, and the bank was a mere partnership 
affair, in which al! the stockholders were liable for 
its whole debts individually, like the stockholders 
in the unfortunate Glasgow Bank. The charter 
was acquired under the Constitution of 1848, 
which required that all charters should be first 
submitted to a vote of the people. This not hav- 
ing been done, the charter was invalid, and the 
stockholders personally liable as partners. 

The Judge inquired why a suit had not been be- 
gun before to enforce this liability against the 
stockholders. Mr. Hough said be was waiting to 
learn the decision first in a similar case. 

Mn Shufeldt charged that the Receiver had deen 
ty of deri e in not bringing suit earlier. 

derable discussion followed between Mi. 
er and Mr. Shafeldt as to the bearing of a 
late decision of the Supreme Court on the question 
atiseune, Mr. Walker claiming the law had been es- 
tablished in favor of the Receiver. Mr. Shufeldt 
denied there was any respectable authority in the 
United States or Engiand to that effect. 

Mr. Shufeldt then to go on and read 
some affidavits tending to charge partiality or col - 
lusion on the part of the Receiver with some of the 
stockholders.

THE BRACHVOGEL MOLDING COMPANY. 

If the case of the Brachvogel Molding Company 
vs, George K. White and others, the Receiver, 8. 
Simons, fied a report yesterday afternoon. He 
stated that he took charge of the Company's prop- 
erty Nov. 20 last, and found the Sheriff had four 
executions against it to the amount of over 
$1,100, ander which be bad seized some $600 of 

roperty, and refused to deliver possession until 

e bud satisfied his ex-cutions. The bdilding and 
machinery were also in the hands of a custodian 
under the powers of a chattel moratgage in favor 
of James D. Kline, and when the executions 
and chattel- mortgage claims were  satis- 
fied by sales there was wothing left but 
the books and accounts of the Company. The 
bullding and machinery and part of moldings 
were sold on an agreement that the creditors 
might redeem if they chose, by repaying the 
amounts bid at the sale. The building and ma- 
chinery were worth about 83. 500 but sold for 
i Gio, and the moldings, etc,, were sold for 

1,300, while they were worth $2,500. A meet- 
mg of the creditors was held the Sth inst., to take 
steps toward redeeming from the sale, but noth- 
ing has yet been done, as the Secretary, I. Lene- 
son, and the President, K. Hart, it is charged, are 
chemin to get possession of these assets them- 
selves, and cut the crecitors out. The total iiabil- 
lies of the Company as shown dy the books are 

, 400 and its assets, $526 he Receiver has 
collected since his appointment the sum of $102.

The traveler of to-day woald find the coyntry

Of the Duke’s 
children Isabella was the oldest, having seen 
cight years. Leon was the next, aged 6 years; 
and the youngest was Alfred, aged 4. The 
children of the forester were two girls and a 
boy, and very nearly of the same ages, respect- 
ively, as their titled mates. The boys had been 
foster-brothers, the wife of the forester having 
nu them both. 

Un the present octasion the children were eu- 
gaged in sport, and the Duke’s face brightened 
as their gleesome shouts and laughter reached 
nim. By and by the two foster-brothers, seeing 
bim, ran towards him. 

„Ha, my little heroes!“ he cried, as the boys 
came up. where are your. quarter-staves? 1 
haven't seen you exercise for a long time.“ 

With a whoop and a bound the lads dashed 
away, and very soon returned with the staves,— 
two sticks ot tough ash, wrought very nearly 
into the form of bread-swords; and at a signal 
from the Duke they took position, and went at 
the sword exercise, showtime very plainiy, ere a 
dozen passes had been made, that they had 
eagerly pursued the sport, and that they had 
beev blessed with the teaching of a thorough 
master.

THE LICENSE SYSTEM OF TAXATION. 
MI. James P. Roor revives the suggestion 
which comes up from time to time that the 
State of Illinois shall raise its revenues by a 
system of licenses in lieu of the prevailing 
system of assessing and taxing real estate 
and personal property. Mr. Root is probably 
correct in his opinion that the Constitution 
authorizes the change he proposes, and it is 
true that many persons have looked forward 
to the trial of the license system with a good 
deal of interest and hopefulness. Neverthe- 
less a mature consideration of the matter sug- 
gests many objections to the experiment. 
The criticism we would make on Mr. Roor’s 
proposition is that the reasons he gives for 
abandoning the present method of taxation 
are nqt strong enough to warrant a change 
which may bring with it many embarrass- 
ment and evils.

and municipal taxes. 

Of all the taxation raised in the State, leas 
than 20 per cont is for State revenue, and 
the other 80 per cent would still be assessed 
and qollected under the present system, ac- 
cording to Mr. Roor’s proposition. The

CHICAGO'S VOTES AGAINST THE REAGAN 


In the report of an interview with Con- 
gressman BRENTANO, that statcsman, among 
other things, gave his reasons for voting 
against the Reacawn bill, regulating inter- 
State commerce, as follows: 


The members from Chic go held a consultation 
about the position they should take in regard to 
that bill, and we came to the conclusion that it 
looked very suspicious thatthe railroads did not 
make any efforts to prevent the passage of the bill, 
which seemed to be ostensibiv against their inter- 
est. The provietons of that bill made an end to all 
competition among railroads, and allowed them to 
make such rates as they chose. The provision thet 
higher rates ehorid not be charged to a nearer 
point than a farther one would have the tendency to 
increase immeasurably the through rates beiween 
the principal Western cities and Eastern seaboards, 
apd (berefore injure the shippitg and commercial 
interests of Chicago, which are dependent entirely 
on favorable through rates. We considered this 
sufficient reason to vote againet the bill, which 
seemed to us to be more in the favor of railroads 
than of the people, for whose relief, it is ciauned, 
it was mtroduced, 


We will not suggest the historical meeting 
of the three gentlemen of Tooley street as 
furnishing a precedent for this caucus of the 
three Congressmen from Chicago; the rea- 
son given for not supporting the bill, that 
no one was offering to purchase votes against 
it, would, however, have given increased dig- 
nity to the protest of the London artists 
had they only thought of it. There being 
no persons in the lobby offering rewards for 
votes for the bill, hence the absence of 
bribery ought to have had as much effect on 
one side as on the other. 

The interpretation placed on the bill by 
Messrs. Brentano, Aupricu, and Harrison 
is, as stated by Mr. Brentano, most illog- 
It is: 

1. That railroads being prohibited by the 
bill from combinations to make rates on all 
roads uniform, and each road being free to 
make its own rates, uncontrolled by any 
combination, and prohibited from sharing in 
any pooling of receipts with other roads, 
ergo, all competition is put at an end. 

2. Combina‘ions, pooling, rebates, and all 
agreements between roads to establish and 
maintain uniform rates being prohibited, and 
each road compelled to run at such rates as 
will enable it to secure business, ergo, the 
bill was in the interests of the railroads and 
not in that of the people. 

3. That the railroads having combined’ 
during several years, and especially during the 
year just closing, to discriminate against CLi- 
cago, and to carry trade away from this city, 
by establishing rates whereby freight from 
St. Louis, Iowa City, Kansas City, St. Paul, 
Winona, and Milwaukee, can be carried from 
any of these points to New York for less 
money per car, or per ton, than from Chi- 
cago, ergo, any law to prohibit the roads 
from demanding more for moving a car-load 
of grain or cattle from Chicago to New York 
than from St. Paul or Kansas City to New 
York “ must injure the shipping and com- 
mercial interests of Chicago, which are de- 
pendent entirely on favorable through rates.” 

It will be seen that there are three points 
in the argument, and, as there were three 
Congressmen present, it is but just to assume 
that each man made one point; and as we 
are free to admit that each point is as fully 
absurd as the others, it is useless to attempt 
to fix the authorship of either. 

The combinations by the roads running 
east from the Missouri River, and by the 
roads running in connection with these roads 
to the Atlantic cities, have persistently 
directed their efforts to divert as much busi- 
ness from this city as possible; they will 
carry freight from New York to almost any 
point west of Chicago for less money than 
they will deliver it here; and they will de- 
liver freight from any point west of Chi- 
cago at New York for less than they will 
bring it from New York to Chicago; and 
these three Congressmen, having concluded 
that Chicago is ‘‘dependent entirely on fa- 
vorable through rates,” it was their duty as 
Congressmen aforesaid to vote against any 
bill which would break up and prevent this 
discrimination against Chicago, and prohibit 
the roads from exacting from this city 
greater rates on through business than from 
other points from 200 to 500 miles further 
away. When grain is moved from Milwau- 
kee to New York at five cents per 100 pounds 
leas than from Chicago to New York, then 
grain will be shipped to Milwaukee instead 
of to Chicago; and our Congressmen, con- 
cluding that the business of this city is 
entirely dependent” on this favorable 
arrangement, voted promptly and indignant- 
ly against any proposition to disturb it! 
When our revoluticnary fathers took up 
arms against taxation without representa- 
tion,” how keenly they must have Autici- 
pated the blessing of intelligent representa- 
tion ! 

The railroad corporations incladed in the 
through lines have a General Commissioner, 
whose powers may be said to be absolute. 
He establishes rates, forms combinations, 
fixes the classes of business to be done by 
the several roads, and declares the propor- 
tions of the pooled receipts to be paid to each 
road. Without ‘“ pooling” the combined 
receipts, no railroad combination can stand 
an hour. This Commissioner does not un- 
derstand the Reacan bill as our Congress- 
men seem todo. We published his views of 
that bill in Tun Tatsunz last Saturday. He 


claims that competition in railroading is fatal 


j 


to the railroads, and that the only safety 
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railroads and of the country depends on com- 


bination and pooling of receipts, and in giving 


the combined railroads the power by law to | 
punish any railroad company for transport- 
ing freight at a rate less than that established 
by the managers of the combination. His 
objection, as a railroad to the 
Rraoax bill is, that it — 
aud poolings, and makes every road a com- 
petitor for business against all others, and 
cow pels it, in order to live, to do business at 
whatever rates it can get. The RAA bill 
makes competition general, and that road 
which can do business at the lowest rate 
willdo more than the others. Instead of 
general competition, made necessary un- 
der the Ran bill, he, as a. rail- 
road manager, insisted on a legally-recog- 
nixed right of the companies to combine 
and to establish rates, aud to have Congress 
by law make the rates of the combination 
obligatory on all roads, under penalties to be 
enforced by the courts. Because this gen- 
tleman did not go to Washington to oppose 
the bill. our Congressmen—all three of them 
—reached the conclusion that he was in 
favor of the bill, and therefore they voted 
against it. . 

Fortunately, however, the caucus and the 
conclusions of the three Chicago members 
did not prevail. The bill passed without 
their votes, there being a sufficient number 
of members who really understood the ne- 
cessity of Congressional legislation on the 
subject, and who, clearly comprehending the 
purpose and effects of the bill, voted for it 
because it was wise, just, and necessary. 
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GOLD SCARCITY IN ENGLAND. 

The London market is seriously. depressed 
by reason of the scarcity of gold, which in 
iteelf is working a loss to producers, whose 
wares cannot be sold for the cost of produc- 
tion, ‘The loss of producing on a steadily 
falling market is most disastrous. It com- 
pels the manufacturers to reduce the cost of 
production, and this unfortunately falls with 
crushing effeet upon the wages of labor. 
The empioyers seem reckless whether an an- 
nounced reduction of wages produces a strike 
or not. At the worst, a strike can only sas- 
pend the operation of the mills, and the sus- 
pension of production is perhaps better than 
producing goods that cannot be sold for their 
cost. It is an open question whether to go 
on producing at a loss or to stop work. 

The scarcity of gold and the exclusion of 
silver have had their natural effect. As gold 
advances in value the prices of all commodi- 
ties and of all productions cf labor declines. 
A gold dollar will now purchase 40 per cent 
more of the ordinary products of labor than 
it would purchase in 1873. All products 
therefore based on the value of gold in 1873 
must now be sold at a loss. England has 
been engineering this scheme of a general 
demonetization of silver with a view to make 
gold dear and scarce, but, in its practical re- 
sults, British industry is the most badly 
punished victim. Labor must decline in 
value as that of gold advances, and the 
British expectation that the gold of the worid 
would all rush to London is not only a 
failure, but the world has measurably sus- 
pended purchases in England because of the 
dearness of the gold and the impossibility to 
get it. The London market is, moreover, 
driven to expedients, which indicate that a 
serious general crash is possible, Here is 
what a London paper says: 


The London ZAronomisat calls the attention of the 
busimess public of London to the fact that the re- 
lief experienced in the pending crisis by the large 
amount of French gold available for removal to 
London is necessary only temporary. The low 
rates of interest in Paris enabled England to draw 
freely on the immense store of French bullion; but 
this, though avery great convenience, was really 
only the transfer of an obifgation. The French 
money placed on English securities will one day 
bave to retarn to France, and prudence therefore 
requires that a careful watch should de kept on the 
movements of money between the two countries, 
as weil ae on the general course of business. 


This is significant. It tells how the de- 
monetization of silver for the purpose of 
making gold scarce as money is plaguing the 
inventors. London is driven to discount 
bills ia Paris to get a suppty of gold to meet 
its current demands. The reported addi- 
tions to the stock of gold in the London 
banks show only that so much gold has been 
borrowed on short paperin Paris. In other 
words, it is simply kiting. As these bills 
fall due, the gold will have to be sent back 
to Paris, aud the loans afford only a tem- 
porary relief. The actual scarcity of coin 
remains the same. When these bills are 
to be paid, and the gold reshipped to 
Paris, what then? In the meantime, the 
ordinary supply of gold is not finding its 
way to London. Biitish trade in every 
direction is largely suspended. The returns 
in gold for exports have largely fellen off, 
and at last the indispensable article of food 
to supply the British population has to be 
paid for in gold. It is a question of endur- 
ance: how far the advance in gold can pro- 
gress without a general financial disaster or 
an abandonment of the policy of demonetiz- 
ing silver. | 
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SUGAR REVENUE 


It is alrnost impossible to convince Eastern 
men that great frauds exist in the conduct of 
the business of the New York Custom- 
House. In 1878-4, when importers were 
convicted by the score and millions of dol- 
lars were recovered by the Government, the 
frauds were denied, and the law under which 
they were discovered was actually repealed! 
During the last twelve months Special Treas- 
ury Agents have repeatedly charged the ex- 
istence at the port of New York of immense 
frauds in the classification of sugar. They 
have convinced the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the truth of these charges, and he has 
recommended a revision of the tariff with a 
view to the suppression of the frauds. But 
they have apparently convinced nobody else 
at the East. In a late interview Mr. 
Davip A. Wetts says: “The position 
is taken by some (sugar refiners), 
who have been disappointed and ruined 
in their ventures that those who have suc- 
ceeded have done so througa the agency of 
fraud, etc. There is no foundation 
for such an assertion and supposition,” In 
disputing the correctness of Mr. Wet’ 
conclusion, itis not necessary to question 
his entire good faith in arriving at it. In 
common with other public men of the East 
Mr. WIS finds it impossible to credit the 
existence, among prominent and respectable 
merchants, of a deliberate purpose to rob 
the Government by the most disgraceful 
forms of bribery and corruption. Curiously 
enough, while Mr, WILs' interview (in the 
New York World) was traveling Westward 
by mail a telegraphic message passed it con- 
veying intelligence of the actual discovery 
and exposure of @ perfect system of gigantic 
sugar frands in existence at the port 
of New York during the last six years, 
frauds that Mr. Was insists do not and 
cannot exist. And the interview of Mr. 
WELLs and the dispatch containing the reve- 
lations of the Special Treasury Agents were 
published side by side in Tux Tamer of 
yesterday. These frauds have been prac- 
ticed by the agents of importers, brokers, 
and others by bribing weighers and sam-

which the Government sampler would accept 
and turn over to the Appraiser for classifica- 
tion, making an average loss to the Govern- 
ment in duties of one-half cent a pound.” 
When it is considered. that the Government 
derives nearly $40,000,000 revenue annually 
from sugars, and that a large share of the 
importation is graded as not above No. 7 
Dutch standard, 2 3-16 cents per pound, and 
very little of it above No, 10, 2) cents per 
pound, the enormous extent of the robbery 
possible through the one-half a cent per 
pound fraud becomes apparent. 

Honest men should reflect upon the nature 
of these frauds. The sugar samplers take an 
Oath, calling Gop to witness, that they will 
serve the Government faithfully. And when 
they take and subscribe to this oath most of 
them doubtless intend to keep it. But as 
soon as they have entered upon their duties 
a sugar importer or refiner worth hundreds 
of thousands or millions of dollars, living 
in luxury in the most aristocratic quarter of 
the city, moving in the highest social circle, 
and perhaps serving as Deacm& or 
Warden in an  up-town — 
this merchant prince employs an 
agent to approach the humble sampler 
employed at $800 or $1,000 a year with a 
bride. He says to his agent, —his clerk or a 
broker,—go to Smiru, the newly-appointed 
sugar sampler, and buy him,—hire him to 
lie, cheat, steal, and commit forgery; hire 
him to disgrace himself and blacken his 
character forever; hire him to put an in- 
delible stain upon his innocent wife and 
helpless children; hire him as cheap as you 
can, but hire bim to cheat the Governfnent 
he has sworn to serve honestly, that I may 
continue to be clothed in purple and fine 
linen, to live in luxury. and falsely palm my- 
self off upon the community as a far-seeing, 
shrewd merchant, iustesd of the contempti- 
ble cheat that I am. 


The hangman did a good job of work on the 
18th of December when he placed the halter 
about the neck ot Jou Kanon, the chief of 
the Mollie Maguires, fora murder committed 
sixteen years ago. We have alreadv printed a 
description of his execution; but a word or two 
in regard to his personal history may be of in- 
terest. A correspondent of the New York 
Times says Kinos was a native of Ireland, as 
all members of the Ancient Order of Hiberni- 
ans must be. He was tall and rather handsome 
in person, intelligent, dering, seifish, and un- 
serupulous. At the time of his arrest he was 
the chief of the Mollie Maguires in Schuglkill 
County, and probably the most powerful leader 
of the Order in the State. Under bim the So- 
ciety rose to a pitch of wickedness in settled 
times equaling, if not surpassing, the bad 
eminence to which, in the troublous days of the 
war, Pat Hester bad rather suffered than w- 
duted it to go. Hester was a coward and a 
sneak, and the members of his Society, while 
they might commit as many murders as they 
pleased. must not look to him for responsible 
assistance; but Kuno was a leader. He was 
quick to devise, prompt to execute, and 
dating to rashness. He was in the 
conspiracy to kill WU. LIax and Taomas Major 
and Wit1iam Tuomas, for which Kenog re- 
ceiyed two separgte sentences to imprisonment 
of seven yeers each. But the crime for. which 
he was executed was committed early ſu his ca- 
reer,—on the 14th of Juve, 1862. Kuno was 
then a young man, and was working as a miner 
at the colliery of J. B. MoCrearr & Uo. at 
tHapeybrook. This place is in Schuylkill Coun- 
ty, but close to the line of Carbon, and Auden- 
reii—then often called New Pottsville, about a 
mile distant—is in Carbon County. Franz W. 
S. Lanepon was ticket boss” for McCreary 
& Co., and had in charge the regulation of the 
men’s wages. He had oceasion to dock“ 
those of KEHnox, among others, and K enor de- 
termined to have revenge. This threat he car- 
ried out by waylaying and murdering Lanapon 
on the day named. As strange as it may seem, 
de was not arrested and tried until 1876, and 
for two years since his conviction the lawyers 
bave been giving bim the benefits of the 
law’s delay. His case was appealed to the Su- 
prame Court, which declined to disturb the 
judgment of the Court belew; and on Feb. 27, 
1878, Gov. HARTRAN rr issued Kexor’s first 
death-warrant, naming April 18 as the day of 
execution. An appeal to the Board ot Pardons 
to recommend the commutation of the death- 
seritence to imprisonment for life was made 
and supported by a petition signed with 1,000 
names. The Board, after long besitancy,—the 
death-warrant being meantime withdrawn to 
await its action,—decided, Sept. 4, by a vote of 
2 to 2 not to recommend the commutation. 
Ou Nov. 18 the warrant was again issued. On 
the scaffold his last words were au explicit 
denial of the murder of LANGDON, although he 
confessed to having hada hand in, and was 
privy to numerous other murders. There is no 
doubt but that he richly merited his fate.

by proper officers of the law,

purposes in view, so far az is known.

LAWRENCE'S DEFFAT. 
HOW IT WAS ACCOMPLISHED. 

Now that the question of the election of a United 
States Senator ig once more the prominent subject 
of consideration, and the merits and demerits of 
the various candidates are the subject of general 
discussion, it may not be out of place to recall at- 
tention to the election of two years ago, and to the 


ca which led to the defeat of Judge Lawrence 
and the Hon. E. B. Wasaburne, either of whom 
could have been elected Senator instead of Judge 
Davis, but forthe conduct of certain Republicans 
whose allegiance to Logan was stronger than their 
allegiance to the Republican party. The story is 
best told in an interview had by a Traisune report- 
er with the Hon. Charles Zaston, Republican mem- 
ber of the Legislature from the First District. 
on the Soth of January, 1876, a few days 
after Judge Davis’ election, and while all the facts 
relating to the defeat of Judge Lawrence were 
fresh in his memory: 

** I went to Springfield as a Republican, toelect a 
Republican. Logan was not my preference, be- 
cause of his not deing square on, Civii-Service re- 
form, anda many toings that 1 do not desire 
to call up. was willing to give him an opper- 
tunity. I gave him part of Wednesday, and all of 
Taursday, Friday, and Saturday, and then 1 
thought we were really hazarcing our chances. 
Well-known, honorabie Democrats came to me ou 
Sunday and said we could elect any good Repub- 
lican we chose to put up,—men like Lawrence or 
Wasb e. I went to the Republican caucus, 1 
joined friends with the distinct understanding 
that whenever I was satisfied that the statements 
he and his friends made to me, -that Logan 
would receive certain votes, namely, 
three Independent Senators or 
Dewocrats, whose names he gave 
—whenever I was satisfled that they would got 
prove true, I was not to be bound by the action of 
the caucus. That was thorougt!y understood. 
committee, of which I was Chairman, was ap- 
pointed by the cducus to confer with Gen. Logan, 
and I acted in entire accord and harmony wita bis 
friends for three days. I labored with the Iude- 
pendent Senators. agd with three or four Demo- 
crates; but the very Democrats that Logan named to 
me time and again wold me that they never would 
vote for a the contingency would never 
arise when they could do so. Notwithstanding 
that, I said to Mr. Hopkins, who was a member of 
the same Committee, We will give Mr. Logan an- 
other trial to-day.” That was Monday. Mr. 
Hopkins agreed with me. We went back from Vai- 
oo together and talked about it. I said, and 
others (Logan men) said, ‘We have done an hon- 
orapie thing; we have done more than we 
expected; and on Monday afternoon I said 4o Mr. 
Hopkins, * We mast see Gen. Legan, and must 
know whetner he is going to stand in the way of 
electing some good publican, I don’t care who 
he is. We had a talk with him, and he went over 
the same course as before as to his chances. Others 
made the same statements with reference to his 
chances. I questioned nis success, with the gen- 
tlemen who were named, and Imet with a good 
deal of opposition in the Committee. I said to the 
General, ‘I am satisticd that 

YOU CANNOT BR ELECTED, 
and for one I am willing to consult with the Com- 
mittee from you, and we will decide The Com- 
mittee withdrew from Gen. Logan's room, and we 
met and I told them frankly ali that I could affurd 
to de; and Senator Riddle said the same thing, and 
Ithink Buehler aleo. I suggested to them that 
we 72 to the caucus that evening and see if we 
could not get through sume comprumise resolution 
whereby we could secure the sense of the choice of 
all the members. My proposition was to cenfine 
our votes the next day to tue three highest candi- 
dates that might be selected by the caucus, and to 
vote for those candidates whoever they might be. 
If Logan happened to be one of them we would 
vote for him three times. After the Committee 
dissolved, I consulted with Mr. Granger and sev- 
era! leading Republicans. They agreed with me, 
and Mr. Sullivan, of the Mvening Journal. and 
Mr. Shuman advised that course as conciliatory. 
A resolution of that kind was drawn up and 
Granger presented it to the caucus, and Mr. 
Hopkins got up and said it was putting the cart 
before the horse, and made a motion to lay 
the resolution on the taple; and then made a 
motion that we proceed to vote for a candidate. 
and moved the previous question. Riddle attempt- 
ed to discuss the matter, but the previous question 
was ordered, and he was obliged to sit down. I 
took my hat, as did several other gentlemen, 
Buehler among them, to leave. believing it was 
simply a system of gag, when several came up and 
aid. We are going to elect Judge Lawrence, 
who appears to be your candidate.’ I said, * Yes, 
Judge Lawrence is my candidate. I prefer him to 
any other man that has been named; but,’ said I,

The Illinois Revenue Law, 
and How to Re- 
form It. 


Conference Between the Citizens’ As- 
sociation and Cook County 
Legisla tors. 


The Case Ably Stated by Messrs. J. P. 
Root and J. M. Walker. 


Abolition of the State Board and Election 
of a Head Assessor. 


Useless Expense of Printing the Tax- 
List---Too Much Machinery. 


The Railroads Willing te Pay a Percentage on 


A Great Diversity of Opinion---Ad- 
journment Till Thursday. 


A conference, brought about by the Executive 
Committee of the Citizens’ Association, was held 
at their rooms yesterday afternoon between the 
members of the Association and members of the 
Legisiature and citizens representing different in- 
terests. 

AMONG THOSE PRESENT 

were L. Z Leiter, H. W. King, Gen, J. L. 
Thompsen, J. H. Dunham, James P. Root, Kirk 
Hawes, R. P. Derickeon, Park-Commissioner Mor- 
gan, J. H. Kedzie. H. G. CLase, County-Clerk 
Klokke, Gen. Ducat, City- Treasurer Larrabee, J. 
M. Walker, Judge Wallace, George’ E. Adams, 
John Woodbridge, Ferd W. Peck, George C. 
Clark, George F. Haraing, C. C. Bonney, Lazarus 
Silverman, A. A. Carpenter, Senators Bash, Dela- 
ney, and Johnson; and Representatives Murray, 
Sexton, Struckman, Mason, Thompson, Went- 
worth, Sherman, and Walsh. 

In calling the gatheringto order, 

GEN. THOMPSON F 

said the conference was not a new thing, one hav- 
ing been held two yeare ago, and it was thought 
that it would be productive of benefit. The As 
sociation, as all knew, was an organization for the 
purpose of promoting = good, and good 
government throughout the city ana county. it 
was not a political organization, had nothing to do 
with polities, had no schemes to carry out in legis- 
lation, and had no secrets, but Wherever there was 
fraud to be exposed or suppressed they 
boped to be always ready. There were 
very many subjects to come before 
the Legislature which the Committee had thought 
could. profitably be discussed before the Cook 
County delegation went to Springfield; and with 
that view, and to enable the members to become 
acquainted with one another, and with the citizens 
whom they represented, the invitations had been 
erent out. The rooms would continue open until 
the delegation departed. He nominated John H. 
Dunham for Chairman. 

Mr. Dunham simply took the chair.

The Executive Committee was con- 
vinced that the office of Assessor should be made 
more permanent, — that there should be a Chief As- 
sessor, holding office for several years at jeast, 
with headquarters at 8 id, and that the va- 
rious County Assessors should be under him. And 
they were convinced tnat the Board of Equaliza- 
tion should be abolishea because it was turning 
things about. The equalization should be the 
commencement, not the termination, of the assess- 
ment v as at present. othing farther 
need be said about the Registry law. The necessi- 
1 — the proposed amendment would be conceded; 
there were men present * bad suggestions to make 
as to the Militias law. was perfectly well under- 
and agreed in the community that that jaw 
snould be —that the mulitia should be 
under the control of the State authorities,—that 
places and arme should be provided, and the ort 
made efficient, which it could be with 
very httle expense or difficulty.

Attempts had been made at every session 
since 1872. he thought, to get a more 
perfectrevenue system. A few amendments bad 
been adopted which had improved and simplified 
it in a measure. Mr. Wentworth had tntrodnced 
an amendment at the last session to do away with 
advertising the delinquent list in this county and 
throughout the State, but it was beaten simply 
because the country newspavers wanted the joo 
of advertising the list and wrote to their respect - 
ive members to defeat it; and, inasmuch as the 
country newspapers ran their respective mem- 
bers, it was beaten, receiving not over 30 or 35 
votes out of 150. 

COL. THOMPSON, 
from the West Side, suggested that one reason 
why the majority were in favor of publishing the 
lists was that the ‘publication would show who 
paid their taxes and who didn't. 

Mr. Root said the publication didn’t accomplish 
even that much, for the reason that it was never 
read. It was a useless waste of $20,000 or $40, - 
000 every year for nothing. But it wasn’t merely 
the expepse of printing which was to be consider- 
ed. Mistakes frequently occurred in making up 
such a long list, and the result was that tax-ficht- 
ers took advantage of technicalities to beat their 
taxes. In one case which he knew of a citizen 
beat hie tax because a type had failed to drop down 
and make au impression, so that it was difficult to 
tell whether it was the north half or south half of a 
block in the description. The owner knew well 
enough, byt 4he Court held that the error was 
fatal, and there was $800 gone. Of conrse. 
it could be put into next year’s levy, but every- 
body knew how hard it was after one had gotten a 
joad of grain off on a side-track to put it on again. 
(Laughter. } 

Again, there was too much copying done. One 
book would do well enough, instead of the numer- 
ous volumes now written up, and the ‘* unpaid 
column could go to the court and be presented 
as the delinquent list. The objection might be 
raised that the book would be ruined by the fre- 
quent handling it would receive. but he didn't 
think it would be pulled around any more than all 
the books were now. As to the matter of salary, 
this change to one book instead of many would 
make no difference as far Mr. Klokke, for @- 
stance, was concerned. That gentleman had 
twenty or forty clerks, whose salaries were 
independent of the salary which he 
received, Butin the country wtere the County 
Treasurers and „ Clerks were paid for the 
amount of work they did, it did make a difference, 
and there would be opposition to any such change 
from that quarter. They wouldn't, of course, 
give this as & reason, but they would find some 
other. 

SENATOR BASH 

apprehended that there was no difference of opin- 
ion in the conference as to the necessity for abol- 
ishing this practice of advertisine delinquent 
lists. But it was oatteriy impossible for 
the Cock County delegation to euccéed in 
getting the thing repeaied in the Legislatare. 
The members from the other parts of the State were 
not in favor of its repeal. It was theif stock in 
trade. To the country papers this advertising was 
all that many of them had to fall back on, and the 
members from the country were obliged to vote 
against the repeal, promises to that effect being 
exacted from them even before they were nomi- 
nated. There were twenty-eight members from 
Cook County d 204 in the General Assembly. and 
the twenty - eight didn't cut much of a figure, Un- 
less there could be some way devised to get around 
this difficulty, it was utterly useless to introduce 
any bill to do away with this advertising. If a 
specialty could be made of Cook County. or if ad- 
vertising could fTegaliy be done away with 
in counties ‘of, say, 200,000 population or 
upwards, he thought they might do something: 
He would like to hear an expression of opinion as 
to wheter this could de done, and suggested the 
propriety of appointing a committee to inquire 
into the matter. He had bad an opinion some time 
ago irom Mr. Woodbridge to the effect that such a 
law would be lega). If this were found to be really 
the case, an amendment to this effect could be put 
through without any trouble, he thought. He was 
considerably interested in what Mr. Rout had said 
about the mode of collecting taxes in Pennsylvania, 
and the last General Assembiy had taken up the 
matter to some extent. although nothing was ac- 
complished. The members were generally in favor 
of it, but the Committee’s report was laid over, 
Possibly something might be done with it this 
year. The difficuity in the way of abolishing 
the State Board of Equalizatien lay 
in the fact that the country members were oppose 
to its abolition. They wanted equalization, and 
there didn’t seem any better way of equalizing than 
the one in vogue at present. 

MR. J. Mu. WALKER, 
General Solicitor of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, was the next gentleman to offer 
some & estions on the timely topic of revenue 
reform. He thought the great question was as to 
how we should arrive at the property in the 
State. and. having ascertained this, to get at some 
valuation of it which should be equal and just all 
over the State. As to the mode in which the taxes 
of the State should be assessed, that might be 
material and it might not. He believed if a just 
and fair valuation could be once obtained of all the 
property in the State, the necssary revenue could 
be raised in a more just and equitable 
manner. But the trouble was with 
the system. and any little amendments which were 
undertaken would only have this effect, —that the 
would make it worse and worse, so that by-and-by 
the point would be reached where the citizens 
would no longer endure it, but where they would 
repudiate the whole system and organize another. 
Take, for instance, the mode of assessing proper- 
ty. No one ought to expect to get 4 fair valuation, 
pecause the machinery was ali wrong. There was 
a law by which an Assessor was elec.sd ina tuwn 
or city who knew nothing about the ass. ssment or 
value of proverty, nothing about the duties of his 
office, and this man was at once called upon, ia the 
course of thirty or sixty days, to make an asses» 
ment of all the property of the town or city for 
which he was elected Assessor. In the rst place. 
he was incompetent. The very best men that 
could be elected would be incompetent, but gener- 
ally the men who were elected were not the best 
men to be found. They were men who were idle, 
and with nothing elee to do but hunt an office. 
Then. the man who was elected expected to be 
elected next year, —wanted to be, at least, —and, in 
order to do that, he wanted to make as many 
friends among his constituents as he could, and te 
do that he had to make the assessment of their 
property as low as he could. The result was the 
same in the other cities or owns toa greater or 
less degree. The effort, in short, was not te get a 
fair valuation, but to see how he could get the 
lowest valuation upon the ~property of 
the people be represented. Taxes were 
high because the entire property of the 
State was not properly, equally assessed,. The 
property of afew was assessed,—the real estate, 
perhaps, but the great proportion escaped. and 
it never would be properly assessed until some 
radical reform was made. 

W hat be had to suggest was not amendments to 
the present system, but a radical change. He 
would do away with the Board of Equalization. 
which, as had been said, was entirely useless, aud 
then elect an officer whose business it should be to 
assess the property of the entire State. Let him 
be elected for the longest period possible, or, if it 
should be thought best, let him be appointed and 
‘hold during good behavior. Let him have entire 
charge of the assessment of the property of II- 
nois, and let him employ the machigery oy which 
this could be done, Let him appoint one Assessor 
for each county in the State who shoula do all 
the asvesting for that county, and let him, too, 
hold office during good behavior, or for as long a 
term as possivle. In this way, the people would 
get a system whith would be aoiform. The new 
system would have a head and ali the necessary 
departments, and thus the people would get equal 
ity and uniform@y, which were required by the 
Constitution, and they never would get then®in 
any Other way. also wanted vermanency, 
and, by thig new system, would seule . This 
year’s assessment should be the founaction for 
next year’s, and that for the next, and so on, and 
so from year to year the assessment wou! 
become more All that the As- 
sessor had to do, in fact, after the frst 

ear. was to correct his assessment. 

n this way the State would secure permanency, 
and, io the end, almost & perfect system, and, when 
that was accomplished, nobody would complain of 
taxes, and there would be nd tax-fightwe, for no 
man would have cause or reason to fight his taxes, 
because he wouit know he had been assessed no 
more than his neighbor. 

Mr. Walker said he had thought, also, whether 
it might not be wise to put the collection of tae 
revenue ſuto the bands of this Chief Assessor, but, 
on the whole, he was incline. to think that. when 
the taxes were 80 „tue Better and safer 
way would be to make the Counsy Treasurers of 
each collectors of the revenues. 
The great end to be arrived at „was 
simplicity. Tbere should be the fewest number of 
officers, and they should remain in office as long as 

, Uniformaty, simplicity, aad permanency 
u the system were desirable, and there was no 
practical difficulty in accomplithing this. He 
would aiso propose a rd, consisting of 
the officers he would elect with the Auditor and the 
State Treasarer—a revenue board by whica all de- 
tails and all matters of equalization should be ad- 
justed.

he rep —and he did not think the otn- 
ers would hold any widely-differiag opinions, —-he 
thouget there would be no objection to this. His 
own road did not care how it was assessed how 
its tax was paid, vrovided it wae assessed in com- 
mon with the citizens, and no more; and it would 
just as soon be assessed upon a percentage of gross 
earnings as by a valuation; he took it that it 
was competent, under the Constitution, to assess 
certain property in 1. way. — by an excise in- 
stead of a valuation of the property. 
MR. BONNEY 
said the greatest defect in all revenue laws was the 
excess of legislation. The present law would ve 
less defective if there had been one line written 
where twenty now filiead the statute-book. if 
there were a few general rules prescrived by law, 
and the officers inttusted with their execution were 
allowed to make such regulations as the nature of 
the case might unire, there would not be a tithe 
of the difficulty there was under the present fixed 
provisions. The courts were compassed about by 
these unyielding statutory provisions. There should 
be a broad power of amendment. He urged the 
members of the Legislature to provide this 
power. He concurred with Mr. Walker that 
the system itself was hopelessly and incurabiy 
wrong. The law-maker should be responsible to 
his constituency, and the man who executed the 
law should not owe allegiance to the publie, but be 
answerable to the law and its tribunals. The elec- 
tion of an Assessor or Collector was altogether and 
radically wrong. There is no responsiodility to any 
one. he nt system should be torn up by the 
roots, and one adopted in which the courts shoulff 
have summary jurisdiction over the Assessor and 
Collector, and the assessment be uniform. With 
it the rate of taxation would not be so oppressively 
high, the taxes would be fairly assessed and gpa 
ly and cheaply collected, and the people re- 
lieved. 
MR. SILVERMAN 
read a report ofa committee of the Third Ward 
Republican Club, which contained the following 
suggestions: That all the municipal corporations 
of Cook County be consolidated into one, witha 
legislative body, consisting of an Upper and Lower 
House, and un executive with the veto power. Al! 
appropriations to pase through this body. That 
there be a State Asseseor, appointed by the Govern- 
or, to hold office for four years. That the tax be 
limited to 1% per cent on bis valuations. That no 
corportion less than a county be allowed to create 
any funded indebtedness. That all elections 
be held on one day. That every officer 
hold his office for not less than two 
years. That, before an officer be discherged, 
ne go before a Court, delivet ali his books, papers. 
and money, the Court to examine and see if he has 
performed his duty, and issue a certificate to that 
effect, he and his bondsmen to be released only 
when this is done. That, in opening streets, 
where the property is condemned, the whole lot be 
condemned, and that portion sold which is not 
used for street purposes. That double taxation be 
abolished; that is, both the realty and the mort- 
gage not to be taxed. That either the capital 
stock of a corporation should be taxed at its mar- 
ket value, or the property of the corporation, not 
both. That the owner of property mortgaged have 
the right to charge the mortgagee with such rate 
of taxes as the mortgage bears to the value of the 
property. 
GEN. THOMPSON 
said the thought was doubtless running through 
the minds of the members of the Legislature that 
this was a distuasion of theories, which, when 
they got down to Springfield, would be found to be 
impracticable, and that it was useless to spend 
ume in this way. 
Several memberssaid, ** That ie it exactiy.” 
Gen. Thompson went on to say that it was per- 
fectiy well known that there had been a conven- 
tion of the Mayore of the State. and that there 
would be another in Springfield Jan. 15. Ali of 
them were sudstantially in accord with the views 
that had been expressed, and he undertook to say 
that fhe delegation from Cook, with tne assistance 
of the municipal corporations of the 
State represente in Springfield Jan. 15, 
could get passd 71 good Revenue 
law. He did not suppose Cob County would be able 
to do it alone, but, witn the aid of the Mayors, he 
did not doubt that it cold be done. if if were not 
possibile to have passed such a law at thattime and 
under those circumstances, then Lilinois wouid ve 
forever without a decent Revenue law. It seemed 
to hum that the time was propitious, and that the 
discussion would not be im vain. 
MR. HAWSS 
concurred in the epirit of the remarks of Mr. 
Thompson, but not fully. That the citizens of 
Cook County were very wuch dissatisfied with the 
present revenue system there was no doubt, but 
hat dissatisfaction grew, in part, out of tne fact 
hat thev paid enormous taxes, —not wholly out of 
the revenue system. He did not uacserstand 
that the Lecislature was to be called upon to 
rectify or correct the erroneous tax evil, but rather 
to improve the system. Tue framers of the prés- 
ent law evidently intended to tax everything on 
the waters of Onthe land. —eredits, mortgages, 
notes, annuities,—everything that coa!d be con- 
ceived ot; and there was one of the evils. It was 
all very well tosay they must tax properiy ac- 
cording to its value, dut they must find it, and the 
troubie wae that the pure cussedness of human 
nature was lost sight of. The Assessor was not so 
much at fault. It was the citizen. What gentie- 
man in the room had made a fair and honest re- 
turn of his property’ Not one, he ventured to 
say. Nor would they. He hadn't done it, and he 
would pot. They were called upon to list all their 
property, credits. bonds, morigages, etc., but 
didn't do it The Assessor went into 
a store, and said. Wbat ie your property 
worth“ Se much,—one-third of its value. -~and 
the amount was put down. Coming tothe Board 
of Eoualization, it was found that there were say 
8. 000 watches jn Cook County. The Board saw at 
once that there was fraud, —taat there ought to be 
more watches. —-and they increased the per cent, 
which was an evil apon the man who had returned 
bis watch, but upon the man who had not returned 
his watch it was not an evil. We might as well 
face things as they were. The difficulty lay in 
great measure with the citizen, but back of that 
was the system. He apprebeyded that neither tne 
Legislature that was to meet thie winter, nor the 
assembly of Mayors, would be able to frame a Rev- 
enue lew that would give satisfaction throughout 
the State. It could not be done,—was not possi- 
bi& without the greatest study andiong comparison, 
to frame a system that vould de justice and treat 
allalike. It was strange ais enbject had received 
little or no attention until within seven or eight 
years, Taxes were levied, and every Legislature 
atched up the law, and we sailed along. But 
atterly States had appointed Commissioners to 
take into consideration the revenue system, and to 
make reports as tothe best method of raising 
money. He suggested that no attempt be mace to 
pass a law this winter, hut to get the Legislature 
to put through a bill proviting for a Commission, 
to ve appointed by the Governor or themselves, who 
should take up the whole question; a clause to be 
tacked on providing for the approvaiof the Su- 
preme Court, that Court being required to report 
every year whct amendments should be made to 
the laws; and tha: the result of their labors, in the 
shape of a law, de submitted to the Legis- 
lature of 1881, for by going on under 
the present law for two yeurs they would 
become more familiar with the evile, aud be better 
able to correct them atthe time of submilting their 
report. No Legislature could in an hour. a week, 
ora month change the present system for one that 
would give satisinction and be what was wanted. 
JUDGE WALLACE 
said there were two things that troubled the people. 
One was excessive taxation or excessive expendi- 
ture, and the other, want of uniformity in the val- 
uation of property. With the former the Legjs- 
lature had very little todo, except as they might 
attempt to control the induction into office of 
honestand capable men, the expenditures depend- 
ing toa large extent upon the executive officers. 
Toe difficalty under discussion was the want of 
uniformity. The Supreme Court had gone so far 
as to say that a lower valuation than par was good 
in an assessment, provided uniformity was observed, 
that being the ¢ardiual principle in the Constitu- 
tion. It seemed to him that any legisla- 
tion head should be directed to that 
end—the securing uniformity throughout the 
State. And uniformity should not only be pro- 
vided for between counties and between towns, out 
between individuals. Last sammer there were re- 
markable instances of the lack of the latter. A 
large number of complaints came before the Town 
and County Boards of Equalization, but it was Im- 
possible to adjust them for want of time. The 
idea of a central power—one Assessor to supervise 
the others—was an excellent one; but, as had been 
sauggestea by Mr. Hawea, the time was insufficient 
to properly mature an entirely new system. Le 
thought Chicago might be benefited to a considera- 
ble extent by amending the present statate; yet, if 
there was to be a radical change, an entire substi- 
the suggestion of a commission to re- 
two years hence was a good 
1t was utterly impracticable’ to 
secure uniforuiity with a dozen Assessors in 
acounty. Men's jadgments differed, and legisla: 
tion would not harmonize them. With ove As- 
essor. however, there was sure to be uniformity. 
The Chairman remarked that the Constitution 
rovided that the Judges, not only of the Supreme 
Court, but throughout the State. should make 
recommendations fur the purpose of correcting the 
evile in laws. If the Legislature would not abolish 
the publication of the delinquent list, they could 
suspend the salaries of the Judges until they made 
reports as required by their oath; and then there 
would be some hope of getting a good revenue law. 
[Lauguter. 
MR. KEDZIE 
indorsed the common-sense ideas advanced by Mr. 
Root, believi that the Penneylvania system of 
exempting rea 1 taxation for State purposes 
would be received witn favor by the Legisiatare. 
Although the large interests would pay the taxes 
direct, yet they would collect them from the peo- 
pic. He favored the abojition of the State Board 
of Equalizatian, and also the doin pine with 
doubdie taxation. He cdéuld speak impartially of 
the latter. because he was interested mainly in rea) 
estate. The exemption of bonds, 8 
credits, etc., wonid throw the burden on Jand, but 
he was in favor of it for the reason that, as the law 
was administered, bo etc., yielded nothing. 
Attempting to tax them was a force. If 
credits were exemptea ‘‘a vast amount 
of seemiug dishonesty would be done away, as 
would be the necessity of hiding this kind of prov- 
erty. Besides, it would encourage the influx of 
capital, and real estate would advance.

Supreme Court had given in reference to it 
(really prohibiting tax fighting), and the experience 
County Clerks had acquired in its administration, 
were good to retain; that it wae better to hoid to 
these than take the chances involved in rewriting 
the law and unsettling the 22 thus open 
the door for tax-fighting and multiplying litigation 
and expense. It seemed to him that the law could 
be amended in certain particulars, but he doubted 
very much if any of the suggestions made would 
warrant any great change in its substantial theory. 
Theories bad been mooted which were perfect in 
language, bat he questioned their practical opera- 
tien. It was better to keep the good we had than 
to adopt that which we knew not of. 
believed in the permanency of institutions, 
and just as he wanted stability in the dollar of his 
country, stability in weights and measures, stabil- 
ity in individual character, he wanted stability in 
the law of the land. When an amendment was 
demanded by public opinion, individuals would be 
able to agree among themselves what it should be 
and there would not de such a variety of sugges- 
tions. He thought the general opinion of the 
members of the Cook County delegation was that 
the machinery #hould be simplified so as to pro- 
mote economy, but that to*reunite the law and en- 
tirely change its theory was to enter upon some- 
thing which had proven injurious to the city and 
county, which popular sentiment was opposed ta, 
and which could not bring the people into any bet- 

r situation than that in which they now were, 
REPRESENTATIVE SHERMAN 

said the appointment of a commission had been 
suggested at ine last Legislature—one to sit after 
adjournment; but it was opposed and beaten on 
the ground that, probably. members wanted a job, 
and the Legisjature should not give men pay be- 
tween Legislatures. It was very evident that no 
new system could be adopted by any Legisjature 
during its session. If there was to be a new one it 
must be wrought out- with more leisure and care 
than any man, or set of men, could give it when 
other work was as ressing. As to 
Supreme Court making suggestions, 
did commence after ‘the option of the 
Constitution of 1870, but ceased on the ground the 


Legislature paid no attention to them. and it was 


foliy to, continue them. Judge Moore, of Cook, 
mace some suggestions to the last General Assem- 
bly- che only Judge in this county who did so— 
ang some of his associates intimated that be evi- 
denced such verdaney tnat it was highly improper 
for him to remain on the Bench. (Laughter. } It 
seemed to him that the firs: thing to be done was 
to make taxation so that the people could bear it 
and live under um. All were agreed that the Board 
of Equalization should not be composed of men 
under local obligations. He was of opinion that 
credits should not be taxed, since the rate of 
Interest was increased thereby. By their taxation 
mall property-owners with mortgages paid double; 
firston their land, second as interest; and the man 
who held the credit generally cheated the Govern- 
ment out of his tax. Capital stock ought not to be 
taxed. The Legislature onght to establish a maxi- 
mum of expenditure. There was much sarp)us- 
age in the present Revenue law which only mysti- 
fied and annoved those who attempted to nuder- 
stand it and carry it into effect. As to the publica- 
tion of the delinquent list, a vigorous ort was 
made to stop it by the last Legisiature, but it was 
unsuccessfui for the reason that the majorit 
of the members were indented for their 
election to their local papers, which must 
get a plum. Toe members would not vote for its 
abolition as long as that was the case. So far as 
Chicago was concerned, the trouble was in unwise 
and injudicious expenditure, It seemed to him 
that the revision of the law, to be done thoroughly, 
must be taken out of the Legislature and com- 
mitted to men, members or not, who could study 
the suject, give time to it, examine the systems of 
other States, and present tlie result of their labors 
in compact form. He didn’t think it could be done 
in any other way. 
REPRESENTATIVE THOMPSON 
did not believe in exempting credits. Millions 
were loaned in Ilinojs which did not pay a cent. 
Real estate owners were living on one meal a day. 
trying to pay their takes, 0 as to leave some- 
thing for their chitaren, while the money-lenders 
lived in luxury. He might ‘be stupid, but ta his 
miad the man who held the mortgaves had the best 
of it. He believed that every one should bear his 
due portion of the pablie burden. Many, how- 
ever, did not do so. The Assessor might de at 
fault or not. Uniformity should be brought about 
in some way. He favored the head Assessor idea, 
but did not know how it was to de carried out. 
The Citizens’ Association snould raise a fund and 
send men through the State to get valuations of 
property. Many of the suggestions made he con- 
sidered impracticable. 
MR. HARRIS 

said it was evident from the contrariety of views 
that no particular line of action could azreed 
upon, and he would therefore offer the following: 

Reaoired, That it is the sense of this meeting that it 
is inexpedient tor the coming Legisiature to pass any 
las that shall work any radical change in the present 
revenue system, but we carnestly recommend to the 
Legislature that a bill be passed 3 — a Commis 
ston, to consist of such a number of gentlemen through 
out the State as may be agreed upon, to take the whole 
question of a revenue system into consideration, and to 
N at the next succeeding Legisiature with a proper 


Representative Wentworth remarked that the 
members of the Legislature present could not, of 
course, be 4 — to vote, but. in order to get 
the opinion of the Citizens’ Association, he asked 
for a division. and a vote, first, on the proposition 
that na radical change be made in the law. 

MR. H. W. KING 

hoped that the resolution would not pass. It was 
evident to all who had listened to what had been 
stated that the difficulties complained of could be 
removed, and removed by the next Legislature. 
The first difficulty was the one Judge Wallace had 
so well expressed, the inequality in making the as- 
sessment. This arose latgely from the onef tenure 
of office of the Assessor, who had only sixty or 
seveniy days in which to make an equitabie assess- 
ment in, say. South Chicago. Was it possible for 
any man to do it? He could employ none but idle 
men. and with this raw force went about and at- 
tempted to make apropegassesement. Was it pos- 
siple? There could not be two opintons about it. 
In South Chicago the „hole personal property as- 
sessment was 514. 000. 000. Hew absurd! It was 
preposterous. Taxation was of little consequence 
provided it was laid equitably. Uniformity was 
what they were after. Suppose an Assessor were 
appinted for four years, and he made assessing his 
only business, and received adequate compeses- 
tion. Should we not have more intelligent Assess- 
ors than now’ The fault was not in the collection, 
but in the wrongful assessment—the want of uni- 
formity, the not spreading the assessment equitably 
over tne whole city; uniformity between townships 
and between counties, for every county was 
struggling against the other. He referred to the 
Hevenve laws of Massacausetts. Ohio, and Penn- 
syivania. in the first mentioned State less than 1 
per cent of the whole tax-levy was lost. He didn’t 
know why Liimvis should not take some bints from 
the older States. New York had had a Commis- 
sion, and we had the results of ite labor, as well 
as those of the Commissions of other States. Why 
shouid a change in the lawbe deferred two years? 
To bis mind it was not necessary. It seemed to 
him that the coming Legislature, in viewof the 
fact that the Mayors of all the cities had convened 
and considered and digested the whole matter. 
could have laid before them a matured plan for 
the assessment aud coliection of taxes. 

MR. BQOT | 
said that Massachusetts hadu't a Constitution like 
lilinois. Both that of 1848 and of 1870 required 
that no property, except real estate, should be sold 
upon judgmeut of court. The delay all came from 
that. There was no trouble in collecting the tax 
on personal property if the property could be 
found. If justice were done. the courts were 
open for an injunction. No application could be 
made and no order of sale obtained. There was 
where the trouble was, and it could not be reme- 
died except by changing the Constitution of tae 
State. There were two ways in which the system 
might be perfected; one was by a Com- 
mission, and the other by tinkering. There 
were objections to both. No revenue 
system was the work of one man. We 
might as well graft on the present system as com - 
mence growing a new one. lie thought a good 
deal could be done. Too much was undertaken at 
the last session, and the lav was so loaded down 
a» to oecome too strong for the consciences of the 
members. It should de improved where it could 
be. Another Legislature would make more im- 

rovements, and ultimately we would have a good 

w. The old law, under the Constitation of 
1848, was a good one. it took twenty-five vears 
to get it, but the trouble with it was that it was 
scattered through too many session laws. If the 
system had been leſt where it was, there would not 
have been any troudie. The better way 
would de to ask the delegation to get 
what 1 they could. ood 
could be accomplished without any radical 
change in the system. If we started in witha new 
system, the lawyers, courts, and pablie ofiicers 
would have a fuss about it, and things would be 
worse until the courts adjusted them. A system 
was not ip the statutes, but in the statutes and de- 
cisions; the courts must pass on the statuses, ** Do 
not undertake to do too much, said Mr. Root in 
conclusion; ‘* get what vou can this winter.

Absorption of Newfoundland by the Do. 
minion—Speaker Anglin’s Appoint ments 
Montreal's Exports of Cereals—Lieut.-Gov, 
Letellier—Heterodox Books. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Orrawa, Dec. 23.—The absorption of New- 
foundland by the Dominion of Canada is said to 
be determined on by the Government. In the 
month of January Mr. Shea, Premier of New- 
foundiand, will de in Ottawa, and the negoti- 
ations, which hitherto bave been of an informal 
character, will then become more decided, The 
terms on which Mr. Shea will use the popularity 
of his Goyernment in favor of confederation 
will be the construction of a railway across the 
island, so as to make Newfoundland the bigh- 
way of ocean passenger-traffic. At the approach- 
ing session of Parliament the Dominion Govern- 
ment, it is believed, will take the initiatory steps 
by submitting a resolution declaring the ad- 
visability of conferring with the authorities of 
Newfoundland on the matter. 

The question as to the functions of Speaker 
Anglin, and the power of the mcoming Govern- 
ment to cancel the recent appointments and 
promotions made by him, has come to a direct 
issue. Sir John A. Macdonald, Premier, in- 
structed Mr. Patrick, Clerk of the House, not 
to recognize the appointments which date from 
the Ist of December. Mr. Anglin, hearing of 
this procedure, wrote to Mr. Patrick, directing 
bim to see that the appointments were carried 
into effect, and not to permit the Executive to 
intertere with the prerogatives of the Speaker’s 
Chair, as defined by the act regulating the in- 
ternal economy of the House of Commons. 
What will be the upshot ot the difficulty re- 
mains to be seen.

MONTREAL, Dec. 23.—The Journal of Com- 
merce, in a review of the exports of ce from 
Montreal in 1878, says: From close on oue- 
fifth of the shipments from the five Atiantic 
ports leaving this city im 1873, scarcely one 
twelfth in 1878 has been loaded at our wharves; 
and this decline has taken place in a year of un- 
paralleled activity in exportation.”

ISSUING BONDS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County Board 
was held yesterday afternoon, all of the members 
preseet. 

Mr. Senne introduced a resolution calling upon 
the County Clerk to inform the Board officially of 
the result of the late election on the question of 
issuing bonda. 

Mr. Fitzgerald wanted the County Clerk to be 
sent for at once, and that the question should be 
immediately disposed of. 

Mr. Boese was in favor of the bonds, but yet he 
was against them, because the issue was made a 
party matter. The tickets on the bond question 
should have been separate from the other tickets, 
and the fact that such was not the case resulted in 
the casting of an ignorant vote on the subject. 

Mr. Wheeler took the contrary view, and said 


the vote had been honest aod non-partisan, and 
that the people were in favor e bonds being 
issued. 

Mr. Senne said the discussſon was all out of or- 
der, and had no reference to the resolution. A 
he wanted was official information on the vote, and 
when tnas was received it would be time enough to 
enter into a discussion as to the merits of the case. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the resolution aid not amount 
to anything and should not be adopted. The Board 
had tne order of the Court in the recounting of the 
ballots, and that was sofficicent for it to act upon. 

The order of the Court was then read, which 
showed tnat the people bad voted in favor of the 
issuing of boude by a vote of 15,903 for, and 
14, 664 ‘* against, 1 majority for of 1, 220. — 
and 2 the Board had the power to issue the 
bonds. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the order be received 
and sprend on the records, and the motion pre- 
vulled. Mr. Senne’s resolution on the subject was 
laid over temporarily.

The Ugure is a little out in drawing, but 
the color is well handled. **‘Siout, Upper Egypt 
(8), Sunset on the Hudson (4), and Woods 
in Autumn (20), by Gifford, are very much alike 
in treatment, and border very closely on the sensa- 
tional side of landscape The first 
named is by far the best of the three. 
Miss Saaw, of this city, contributes

Marsh (12), and Autumn on the Mystic” (79). 
— N Heade has enjoyed a monopoly of the 
salt marsh, but he has now met witha rival worthy 
of his best endeavors. In the example shown last 
evening Miss Shaw exhibits a breadta of color and 
bold, vigorous handling that Heade in his jater 
days hus not equaled.

THE COUNCIL. 
GAS AND OIL. 
The regular weekly mecting of the City Council 
was held last eveding, Ald. Tuley in the chair. 


Ald. Cook asked that the minutes of the last 


meeting be amended in the matter of the proposi- 
tion to dispense with the use of gas and substitute 
oil therefor. He contended that while the minutes 
showed that Ald. Stauber's amendment had been 
carried, it had not realiy been carried, because it 
lacked a majority vote—that is, a majority of all 
tue members of the Counc). 

The Chair decided that the minutes were correct. 
but he had erred in holding that the amendment 
had been carried. When the question was raised 
again he would hold that it was before the Council. 
the charter wroviding that in all matters where 
money was to be expended a measure could oniy 
be carried by a majority vote of all the members, 
whereas the vote on the gas question had been 
18 to 15—one less in the affirmative than was nec- 
essary. 

An old resolution, granting the West Division 
Railway Company the right to move their track on 
Randoiph street. between Clark and LaSalle 
streets, a few feet south, to accommodate the 
Sherman House and HMeoley’s Theatre by giving 
them more carriage room, was taken up, and after 
some discussion was placed on file by a vote of 
18 to 13. 

SIGNS ON TELEGRAPH POLES. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, South Di- 
vision. reported favorably on the petition of the 
Excelsior Sign Company to allow th the use of 
the — poles for advertising purposes. 

Some discussion followed, in which it was argued 
that it would be unfair to discriminate, and if the 
privilege was given to one firm it shoula be given 
to all alike. 

Ald. Tulev offered as a substitute that the peti- 
tion be granted for five years on condition that 
they pay into the City Treasury $5 annually for 
each post as used, alt to be under the direction of 
the Board of Pubhe Works. 

A motion to table the amendment was put and 
lost py a vote of 13 to 18. 

Ald. Gilbert offered as an amendment to the 
amendment that the Company pay $1 instead of 
$5 aunually for the privilege. 

Ald. Waldo offered as a substitute for the whole 
that tne Company be prohibited from putting up 
any more signs. and ordered to remove those now 
up at the end of six months. The sudstitute pre- 
vailed by a vote of 18 te 14.

NEW MUSIC-HALL. 
THE CAPITALISTS GETTING INTERESTED. 

A meeting of capitalists interested in the build- 
ing of a new music-ball in this city was held at the 
Palmer House yesterday afternoon. After consid- 
erabie discussion of the advantages of the proposed 
new building, Mr. N. K. Fairbank took the chair 
and explained the object of the meeting. 

He stated that the ground on the southeast corner 
of State and Randolph streets, which belongs to 
the West Side Car Company. could be purchased 
for $125,000. Itis proposed to orgamze a stock 
company with a capital of $150,000 with which to 
ercct a large and commodious music-hall, The lot 

150x124 feet, andin a good location. It is in- 
tended to build a etructure worth the entire amount 
of the capital stock. The land is to 2 4 
for in bonds running twenty years, 
is expected that the building’ will pay for the eal 
in that time, besides paying dividends on the stock. 
The primary object of the building is to give a lar 
hail for the ase of Prof. Swing'’s Central Church. 
In addition to this, however, tae ground floor will 
be rented for stores and the State street front will 
be devoted to offices. The plans provide for two 
balls, a large music-hall and a lecture- room. The 
large hall will bave a seating camcity of about 
2. 000. The members of Prof. Swing's church are 
very anxious to secure a place where they can have 
an organ, and better accommodations than at Mc- 
Vieker’s Theatre. The intention is to make a 
music-hall which shall be large enough to 
accommodate any concert troupe or any 
lecturer that may come to the city. The work 
will be done in the name of the Central Church, 
which was incorpofated in November, 1877. Mr. 
George B. Carpenter is to have general charge of 
the hail, and be has secured t refnsal of the 
property until Jan. I. by which time it is expected 
that the stock will all pe taken. One bundred ind 
thirty thousand dollars of stock has already been 
subscrived, and it is intended to finish the sub- 
scription this week. 

Those present seemed determined to prosecate 
the work, and the foundations will probably be 
laid during the spring. A letter was read from 
Prof. Swing cordially indorsing the scheme and 
promising ois aid and co-operation. Among those 
interested in the building are N. K. Fairbank, 
George B. 2 Ferd W. Peck. George M. 
Pullman, L. Leiter. George Sturgis, Henry W.
